Wasaincton, March 18.—Martin Van Buren 
Montgomery, who was nominated to-day to 
be commissioner of patents, is a lawyer of 
good standing and large practice in the city 
of Lansing, Mich.,and has had some little 
experience in practice before the United 
States patent office in this city. He is said 


to be a man of integrity and 
worth, and is about 45 years 
of age. The only public office he had held 


was that of member of the legislature of his 


State, although he declined a nomination for

VARIOUS MATTERS OF 
PUBLIC INTEREST, 


The Anxiety as to the President’s Action in the 
New York Postoffice Vacancy—Colonel Harris 
Looking out for his Constituente—How 
Senator Lamar Fits his New Office. 


Wasuineton, March 18.—[Special.]—As a 
pational interest attache, to the impending 
contest over the New York post office there is 
of course a great deal of talk about it in Wash- 
ington. Everybody looks to the president’s 
action in this case as indicative of his policy 
80 far asthe reappointment of exceptionably 
efficient republicans now in office is concern- 


ed. Popular report in New York and outside 

of it is that Mr. Pearson has made an 

excellent postmaster.. The statement 
sz 


that Attorney General Brewster advised Pear- 
s0n’s dismissal because of the maladministra- 
tion of the office being positively but vaguely 
made out. No specifications are furnished. 
Pearson presents about as strangea case as 
any republican ~ could offer to a democratic 
president. He has a ponderous petition, on 


which appear the names of thvusands 
of democrats. Some of the most influ- 
ential democrats in New York are 
making appeals to the president 


to reappoint him. Mayor Grace is especially 
active in his behalf. It is hinted that Grace 
secured the republican support for mayor 
through the influence of Pearson and his 
father-in-law, Tom James. Pearson’s term has 
about expired. Will Cleveland reappoint 
bim? Hardly. The active democratic leads 
ers in New York are opposed to his reappointe 
ment. The county teenie wants this 
and the enormous patronage 
rhich no civil s-»rvice construction can rob 
it. Necessarily the county democracy must 
have a great power with the present adminis- 
tration. But for the firm and enthusiastic 
support of that organization Roswell P.Flower 
would have captured the New York conven- 
tion which put Cleveland in the boat that 
pulled him into the presidency. It is of great 


importance to the administration 
that New York shall go dem- 
ocratic next fall. To continue the 


postofiice in republican keeping would rob the 
democrats of a machinery which they regard 
as fairly theirs and would disgruntle thousands 
of the men who must be depended upon in 
any calculation for success.

Everybody is talking of how quickly Sena- 
tor Lamer settled down into the secretary of 
the interior’s office and how contented he 
seems to be in his new sphere of duty. Like 
all the members of the cabinet he hasa host 
of callers every day. Hesees them all, talks 
pleasantly and without any evidence that he 


is worried in the least - degree. It 
some one of his visitors apologeti- 
cally suggests that the may be 


trespassing upon his patience Mr. Lamar in- 
stantly and emphatically denies that he is 
disturbed. He took hold of the reins firmly 
at the start and quickly acquired a remarkable 
grasp of the multitudinous details of the de- 
partment. I have never seen him look heart- 
ier or more cheerful. When his office hours 
are over he has a keen zest for the society of 
his special friends andto them devotes as 
many ofthe evening hours as he can save 
from the constant demands of the office-seek- 
ers. No man im the cabinet is more composed 
in his manner or more direct in his talk about 
business. No one is readier to meet the petty 
but unavoidable annoyance of his station or to 
grapple with the knotty problems that lie be- 
fore the administration. They say Lamar 
made a few remarks at the first cabinet meet- 
ing Which captivated those of his assoqiates 
who had not known much of him before. 
It was on the Oklahoma question. 
He said few words, but they conveyed his well 
digested reflections on the questions with that 
facility, grace and vigor of expression in which 
few, even of our best talkers, equal this gifted 
map. Jtis hard to set limits to the capacity 
of sucha man. They call him dreamy and 
theoretical because, like most men of big brains 
who have mercurial natures, he loves solitude 
and is often wrapped in reverie. I would not 
be surprised to see him turn out to bathe most 
vigilent, the most active, and the most suc- 
cessful administrator in the entire oabinet.

The whole body of troops stationed in Sua- 
kim will parade to-morrow and be inspected 
by General Graham.

The 
Shropshire regiment will remain to guard Sua- 
kim. It is estimated that reinforcements to 
the extent of twenty-five per cent of the pres- 
ent strength of the troops here will be required 
before autumn, owing to the large number of 
cases of sickness and death from heat. The 
camel drivers refuse to remain in Korti.

Imprisoned in a Coal Mine, 

Breruin, March 18.—Two hundred and sev- 
enteen miners were imprisoned by an explo- 
sion ot fire damp in a colliery at Camphausen, 
near Ssarbruck, in Rheinish Prussia, this 
morping, and ata late hour this afternoon 
but seventeen of them had been rescued. It 
is feared that most of the two hundred others 
have been suffocated. 

The latest reports from the scene of the Col- 
liery disaster, at Campbausen, states that 95 
bodies have been recovered from the wrocked 
mine. There are still 102 men aud boys un- 
ecccunted for. The work of exploration is be- 
ing pushed as actively as possible, but it is 
elmost certain’ that all who are now in the 
mine must be dead, as the main shaft and air 
apparatus were destroyed by the explosion, 


France and China, 

Paris, March 18.—The National says that 
instructions have been sent to M. Patenotre, 
French smbassador in China, torenew nego- 
tiations with the Chinese government with a 
view tosecuring peace. a“ 

Concerning the reported peace negotiations 
with China, the Liberte to-day states that 
France is willing to abandon her claims to in- 
demnity if China will execute the Tien-Tsen 
treaty. 

The Times’ Hong Kong correspondent says: 
There are signs that the Chinese will soon 
come to terms with France. 

A dispatch from Berlin says that the North 
Germen Gazette justifies the action of the 
French government in declaring rice a con- 
traband article of war. 


The Egyptian Financial Statement, 

Lonpox, March 18.—In the house of com- 
mons this evening, Hugh Childers, chancellor 
of the exchequer, said that the cordon which 
was signed by the powersconcerned, settling 
the Egyptian financial question, provided for 
a loan of 9,000,000 pounds, which was interna- 
tionally guaranteed by the powers who were 
responsible jointly and severally. 

The conservative leaders, after hearing 
Childer’s statement regarding the Egyptian 
agreement, decided to postpone action until 
the convention has been presented to parlia- 
ment. 


A Horrible Story. 

Rancoy, March 18.—The Chinese in Baham 
are starving, and sent an envoy to the Bur- 
mese commander for support. The com- 
mnander offered the Chinese 6,000 rupees and 
permission to loot the town provided the 
Chinese evacuated and delivered their two 
leaders. The Chinese replied that it was im- 
possible to deliver the leaders alive, but they 
would do so dead. The Burmese accepted the 
conditions; the Chinese slashed two bodies of 
persons who died from fever to give the ap- 
pearance of having been murdered, and sent 
them to the Burmese commander and evacu- 
ated the town. 


The Indian Badget. 

Lonpon, March 18.—The Indian budget has 
been submitted. It shows that for the fiscal 
year ended March 31, 1884, there was a sur- 
plus of over five million dollars; for the year 
ending March 31, 1885, there will be a de- 
ficit of $2,500, and that the estimated surplus 
for the year a March 31, 1886, will be 
$250,000. The budget dwells upon the depre- 
ciation of silver, the lowness of exchange and 
the gloomy prospects which at present threaten 
India’s future.

THE WHEAT SITUATION, 

The growing wheat begins to appear ever 
as far north as winter wheat is raised. There 
are Seventeen states in the winter wheat beit, 
and oflicial reports haye been received from 
all of them relative to acreage and conditj 
of the crop. These states raised lasy“year 
340,000,000 of the bushels pro- 
duced in the country, and these states show 
this year a decrease in acreage of 3,900,000 
acres, which is equivalent to a decrease of 
»0, 000,000 bushels of wheat as compared with 
last year’s crop. There is an average damage 
of 15 per cent, which will cause a further re- 
duction of 51,000,000 bushels, the decreased 
acreage and the damage reducing this year’s 
crop 101,000,000 bushels as compared with 
last year’s crop, unless the condition of the 
crop is materially changed by favorable 
weather, : 

The agricultural commissioner of Dakota 
States, under date of March 13,that there will 
not be any increase in acreagein that terri- 
tory, although the weather is very fovorable 
for sowing. Dakota raises only spring wheat. 
It is thought the California and Oregon crop 
will be fully an average one. But nothing 
short ofan increased acreage in spring wheat 
and good iuck generally will bring the new 
crop up to the magnificent crop of last year. 
There is no tendency anywhere to increase 
the acreage on account -of the present low 


180,000,000 


price of wheat, and unless war is proclaimed 
very soon between Russia and England, no 
increase in acreage in the 
spring wheat states can safely be anticipated. 
As things stand, therefore, the new crop will 
be considerably less than last year’s crop. 
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home consump*io0n is concerned, because we 
will cerry over from Jast year’s crop, U no 
great foreign wartakes place, a very large 
smount—-perhaps nearly as much as the 
shortage in the new crop will aggregate. 

Thus far there are no indications that a 
larg 4 amount will be needed for export. Up 
to february 26, the crop outlook in Engifhd 
vyus excellent. The reports from France and 
Germany sremainly favorable. The Aus- 
tralian crop is reported as “abundantly 
good,’ and soisthecrop of New Zealand, 
India can always be relied on to turn in an 
immense quantity. 

All in al), the prospect is in favor of an 
abundance of wheat, evenif the present out- 
look in the northwest does not improve, 
There will probably be a lessened demand 
for export, and this will operate to keep the 
price of wheat down. We see no reason to 
look forward to dear bread, unless the dam- 
ege to the winter wheat crop proves to bs 
much more serious than it now appears to 
be. The chances of course are that the 
worst is seen at present, and that the plant 
will improve as the weather becomes more 
favorable to growth and development,

“Talk about strikes and mobs and mutineers,” 
said General Warren P. Edgarton yesterday when 
the strikers were being discussed, ‘‘the man to 
decal with a mob was Napoleon Bonaparte.
